“dead” batteries back to life.

hough NiCd cells and batteries 

are capable of being recharged 
hundreds of times, many “die” be- 
fore they are recharged even 100 
times; some even go bad before 50 
recharges. 

In most instances, a NiCd goes 
“dead” because of an internal short, 
yet the NiCd can be resurrected 
from the dead with a relatively 
heavy surge of direct current that 
“burns” away the short. Once the 
short is removed, the NiCd can be 
recharged in the usual way. 

Some tough cases—NiCds that 
have been ‘‘dead” for many months 
or those with several internal 
shorts—require repeated high-cur- 
rent surges before the short(s) 
opens. But eventually, even the 
toughest NiCd will “open up” for 
recharging. Naturally, if the NiCd 
has “died” from natural causes and 
is simply “used up,” it can’t be 
restored. 

PM’s NiCd NuLife, which can be 
assembled from components avail- 
able from Radio Shack or most elec- 
tronic-parts distributors, is an easy- 
to-build device for restoring NiCds. 
Note that the NuLife is powered 
directly by the 120-volt powerline. It 
should be assembled in a plastic cab- 
inet, and except for the binding 
posts, no metal component that can 
be touched by the user should be 
connected to any part of the circuit. 
This includes the mounting screws 
for power switch S1 and the terminal 
strip. Make certain there is no con- 
nection to the terminal-strip lug 
that also serves as the strip’s mount- 
ing foot. 

The unit is assembled in a Radio 
Shack plastic Project Case, measur- 
ing approximately 6 x 3 x 2 inches. 


If you cannot obtain a double-pole, 


single-throw (d.p.s.t.) switch for 
power switch Sl, use a double-pole, 
double-throw (d.p.d.t.) type and use 
only the connections on one side. 
Lamp NL1I, the “charge indica- 
tor,” is a 120-volt neon lamp assem- 
bly that consists of a neon lamp and 
an internal resistor in a single hous- 
ing. Any of the 120-volt variety sold 
by Radio Shack and Calectro can be 
used—use the least expensive one. 
Do not, under any circumstances, 
substitute just an NE-2 neon lamp 
(without the resistor): It will blow 
out almost instantly when you apply 
power. NL1 must be a 120-volt ne- 
on-lamp assembly; the ‘120-volt” 
means an internal current-limiting 
resistor is built into the assembly. 
Use any Silicon Controlled Rectifi- 
er (SCR) similar to the one specified 
in the parts list. Just make certain 
the one you use is not designated 
“high-gate sensitivity”: The project 
requires an ordinary, inexpensive, 
general-replacement SCR. The 
SCR’s leads must be extended to fit

NiCd battery rejuvenator, which we've 
named the NiCd NuLife, Is shown (above) 
hooked up to zap four AA-size cells. A 
press of the charge button will bring to life 
even old, “dead” cells. The wiring on the 
case front panel (left) is quick and simple. 


the terminal-strip’s lug spacing. 
Tack-solder about 3 inches of insu- 
lated wire to each SCR lead and then 
slip a short length of insulation tub- 
ing down the wire and over the SCR 
leads. If you have used shrinkable- 
tubing insulation, heat it with a 
match so it Shrinks tightly over the 
leads. 

The only special component you'll 
need is capacitor Cl. If you plan to 
restore only single-cell NiCds-—such 
as the AA, C and D sizes—C1 can be 
20 microfarads (mfd.). If you intend 
to restore multicell NiCds, use 40 
mfd. A 20-mfd./150-v. capacitor is a 
common size, so if you need a 40-mfd. 
capacitor and can’t locate one, con- 
nect two 20-mfd. capacitors in paral- 
lel, as we did in our own unit, shown 
in the component-side photo, page 
64. (Radio Shack doesn’t stock Cl, 
but it is available in the Calectro 
parts line. If you don’t have a Calec- 
tro distributor in your area, try a 
local TV-service shop. 


Operation 

The AA, C and D NiCds are most 
easily handled by mounting them in 
an inexpensive cell holder. Connect 
an insulated clip lead from the bat- 
tery’s positive terminal to the Nu-

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NOTES REGARDING THE “CHEAP" IC-2A 
Modification 


Last month in the newsletter, Bryce Rumery, 
AL7DL told of the possible modification in 
the ICOM IC-2A hand held that will allow the 
user to see when his radio was receiving or 
not. The modification eats up very little 
power and is very handy at times, especially 
during late night bunny hunts in Corvallis. 
However, there is something wrong with the 
mod that should be corrected. 


Modifying the hand held is an easy task. Mr. 
Rumery suggests that you place a 1.8K Ohm 
resistor between pin three of the IC#2 (the 
audio amp) and the anode of the 
"Send/Battery" light. This will turn the 
LED on when the radio is receiving, but it 
will also turn the audio amp on while 
transmitting!! The resistor provides a 
current path back to the IC that will bias 
up the audio amplifier. Oh, sure there's 
nothing to hear when you're transmitting so 
what the hay?? Not really. If you 
experiment with different values of 
resistance, you will see different 
intensities show up. (Ohms Law: the higher 
the resistance, the lower the intensity). 
When transmitting, the speaker will start to 
make very low frequency clicks. This is the 
audio amplifier trying to turn on. Depending 
on what value resistor, the amplifier may 
turn on, it may not, or it may just click on 
you. There is an easy way to prevent this. 
Place a standard switching diode, such as a 
1N914 or whatever in series with the current 
limiting resistor. Place the cathode 
towards the anode of the LED. This will 
prevent the audio amplifier from seeing any 
stray voltage while the radio is 
transmitting. Be sure to remember that the 
diode has a $.7 Volt drop through it, so you 
will need to use a slightly lower value 
resistor.- I have a 2.2 K Ohm in my radio and 
it works fine. From all the radios I have 
modified, the 2.2K or 1.8K with the diode in 
series works well.

procedure for the negative connec- 
tions. Then plug in the unit and set 
power switch S1 on. Initially, it will 
take about 10 seconds for NIu1 to 
light, indicating C1 is charged. De- 
press charge pushbutton PB1 mo- 
mentarily. NL1 will go out instantly. 
That’s the only indication anything 
has happened. If there is a dirty con- 
nection between the battery and the 
holder, there might be a small spark 
and “pop” as the current burns 
through the dirt. 

Release PB1, and when NL1 lights 
(about three seconds), again press 
PB1. Give the NiCd a few surges. 

If you check the NiCd with a volt- 
meter, you’ll get an insignificant 
reading (less than .1 v.) which indi- 
cates the cell is ready for charging. 
If there is no meter movement, con- 
nect the NiCd to the NuLife and give 
it 5 to 10 more surges. 


Don’t handle any connecting lead, 
the battery or a binding post if NL1 
is ON. To “close down,” or remove a 
NiCd, set S1 to orF and then press 


PM1. When NLI goes out, the con-_ 


nections can be handled. The circui‘ 
is designed so that even without a 
NiCd connected, pressing PB1 will 
discharge Cl (extinguishing NL1). 
Recharge your batteries normal- 
ly. If they hold a charge, all is okay. 
If not, try the NuLife one more time 
before throwing in the towel. PM

PERSONAL COMPUTER INCOME TAX HINT... 


It's tax time again and many of you 
use your computer for business purposes - 


such as developing software, keeping track of 
various things - or writing (such as I do.) Are 
you'aware of the tax advantages of using a 
personal computer for business? 


Under President Reagan's new tax 
code depreciation rules, you have a choice: 
you can immediately write off as a deduction 
up to $5,000 worth of depreciable equipment 
bought in 1983 ($7,500 in 1984 and 1985; and 
$10,000 for 1986 and beyond) or you can de- 
preciate a business-use computer over five 
years and with that comes an_ investment 
credit of 10 percent. You can get a tax sav- 
ings of $300 on a $3,000 computer (but you 
reduce the depreciable basis of your computer 
by one half of that credit.) 


If you elect this latter system, it is 
best that you get advice from a CPA. You 
can also elect to take only an 8 percent tax 
credit ($240 off the top) then depreciate the 
entire $3,000. :

How to locate radio/ 
television home 
interference 


1. Go to your main fuse or circuit breaker 
panel with a battery-operated transistor 
radio tuned between stations and listen for 
the noise. (If at night or in an enclosed room, 
be sure to have working flashlight with you.) 

2. If the noise is present and corresponds 
to the disturbing interference, shut off all 
power to your premises by opening the 
MAIN circuit breaker, switch or other en- 
closed service disconnect. Do not attempt to 
remove cartridge fuses or operate exposed or 
open-type disconnects if physical contact 
with the electrical circuit is at all possible. 

If the noise on the battery-operated radio 
stops, the source of inteference is within 
your own premises. 

Restore the MAIN circuit breaker, switch 
or disconnect. 

8. Assuming the noise stopped while your 
electric service was off, you can now locate 
the noise source. 

While monitoring the transistor radio as 
before with the noise present, open in- 
dividual sub-main circuit breakers one at a 
time until the noise disappears. 


You must now determine what has been 
turned off by going from room to room, 
checking outlets, appliances and lights for 
the absence of electricity. The offending 
nuise source will be something on this cir- 
cuit. 

If the noise is steady, look for a running 
electric motor, fluorescent lighting fixture, 
light dimming switch, paddle fan with a 
silicon controlled rectifier in the circuit, or 
some other radio or television equipment. 


Devices most commonly found on private 
premises that cause intermittent radio or 
television interference are: heating pads, 
electric blanket controllers, tropical fish 
aquariums, refrigerators (butter condi- 
tioners), door bell transformers and/or 
flashing decorative lighting. 

4. It is important for your own benefit to 
have the offending device checked and/or 
repaired to insure normal safe operation. 

5. The interference produced by these 
devices will travel through the house wiring 
out to the power line, down to the power 
transformer and through the service wires 
to each of the houses on the transformer. 
Therefore, if you don’t find the source of in- 
terference in your house, it may be coming 
from one of your neighbors. If so, be 
diplomatic and ask for your neighbor's help. 
This will be the quickest and easiest way to 
solve the problem and keep on friendly 
terms with your neighbors.

tant part of any amateur station, but alsoay

A few years ago, M. Walter Maxwou:, 
W2DU, delivered a withering attack on the 
many myths and fallacies surrounding the 
whole “standing wave ratio syndrome,” and 
I remember once horrifying a “World Radio 
Club” panel by admitting it was (is) my nor- 
mal practice to tune up HF antenna systems 
using neon bulbs and flashlight bulbs rather 
than by using an SWR meter. (Though I 
hasten to add I have nothing against SWR 
meters provided the readings are correctly 
interpreted!) But attacking antenna myths 
is always a dangerous business, often pro- 
voking vigorous counterblasts. 

The latest to take the risk is T. King, 
ZL2AKW, (Break-in, October 1978) who has 
come up with 13 “basic antenna facts” 
(slightly modified in the version given 
below): 

1. A dipole cut for the centre of the 3.5 
MHz band, and fed with 50 or 75-ohm coax- 
jal cable via an antenna tuner, will be just as 
good at the band edges as it is at the reso- 
nant frequency of the dipole element. 

2. The same dipole, fed with 300-ohm 
ribbon or open line, again via an antenna 
tuner, will work on any band from 1.8 MHz 
to 29.7 MHz. 

a Unless higher than 150 feet, it hardly 
matters on 3.5 MHz in which directic™ 
dipole points: more significant will be 
obstructions, trees, ete. which absorb some 
of the power. ; 

i 4. A lemg antenna provides more 
receiver microvolts thea a short one (lees 
than y/2), but a transmitting antenna 
radiates all the power that can be fed to it 
fexcept IR losses). 

: 6. Antennas, and the equipment con- 
ected to them, can confidently be expected 
to provide better and better results on HF as 
a sunspot cycle goes up and up. 

t 6. The result of doubling your RF power 
utput will be virtually mwnnoticeable, but 
jhalving your input power may well be 
noticeable since output efficiency may be af- 
fected.
